Tue Strate ReGistraTion Bit 

rue Society for the State an og of Nurses 
has secured an excellent advocate in Lord Ampt- 
hill, who moved the second reading of the Nurses 
Registration Bill in the House of Lords on Mon- 
day. Lord Ampthill put the arguments for the 
Bill clearly and forcibly, taking special pains to 
point out that the measure simply aimed at pro- 
tecting the title ‘‘ trained nurse,’’ and that it 
would in no sense interfere with liberty of con- 
tract on the part of those who might wish to 
engage persons other than fully qualified nurses 
to attend them in sickness. He claimed that 
State registration received support from almost 
all the organised bodies of trained nurses them- 
selves, practically the whole of the medical 
profession, as represented by the General Medical 
Council and the British Medical Association, and 
by other bodies specially concerned with women’s 
work, such as the Women’s Industrial Council 
and the National Union of Women Workers, and 
also quoted the report of the Select Committee of 
the House of Commons, which reported in its 
favour. Suffragists will welcome the significant 
argument put forward by Lord Ampthill, that 
‘in these days of the feminist movement it was 
due to an organised profession of women who had 
put forward a demand for this legislation for 
twenty years past, in a perfectly constitutional 
manner, that their request should receive atten- 
tion at the hands of Parliament.’’ This very en- 
couraging point is one to be hailed with 
much satisfaction as foreshadowing the greater 
consideration that will surely be given to 
matters that affect women in the future, when 
their political equality has become assured. The 
sill met with little opposition, except in a modified 
form from one noble lord, who said some rather 
quaint things about not interfering with the nurs- 
ing of the poor in their own homes, a work which 
he appeared to think was carried on chiefly and 
most efficiently by women whose training would 
not entitle them to registration. This raises a 
point of some importance, as showing that the 
supporters of ‘‘ cottage nursing’’ are more 
anxious to secure to the partially qualified 
‘nurse’ a prestige to which her training does 
not entitle her, than they are to make the differ- 
entiation between the trained and the untrained 
really clear for the protection of the general 
public.

COLI-CYSTITIS AND CHOLECYSTITIS 
HESE two words, pronounced alike and now 
frequent! heard in surgical wards, have of 

course, very different meanings Coli-cystitis 1s 


comparatively new, and means inflammation of 
the urinary bladder, as the result of infection with 
the bacillus. In the coli-cystitis was 
very often overlooked, because — th urine is 
clear and acid, and so differs from the tur- 
bid, and ammoniacal urine of typical cystitis.

It is treated by drugs, which are 
excreted in the urine and so disinfect the bladder, 
especially urotropine and cystamine It is also 


treated by washing the bladder out. Coli-cystitis 
may be followed by the spread of infection to the 
kidneys and by severe symptoms. 
Cholecystitis or inflammation of the 
bladder is, like appendicitis, the cause of the 
formation of concretions—gallstones in the ga'l- 
bladder, enteroliths or ‘‘ fecal’’ concretions in 
the vermiform appendix. It is thought by 
some authorities that the extremely severe 
of gallstone colic is really due to inflammation 
of the gall-bladder, and that the importance ol 
gallstones in the production of the pain has been 
greatly over-estimated. Years ago it used to be 
thought that appendicitis was due to the presence 
of a concretion in the vermiform appendix; at 
the present day, this view is almost forgotten, 
and the discovery of a concretion in the vermi- 
form appendix at an operation is+regarded as 
evidence of a past attack of appendicitis. Mr. 
Montsarrat, in the May number of the Practi- 
tioner, following up this line of thought, while 
admitting some exaggeration in the analogy, says, 
‘“We do not speak of appendix-concretion dis- 
ease ; why speak of gall-stone disease? ’’ A recent 
discovery in connection with inflammation of the 
gall-bladder is that patients may have chronic 
infection of the gall-bladder with the typhoid 
bacillus and so go on, for years after an attack 
of typhoid fever, passing typhoid bacilli in their

arduous work. Four English nurses have been brought 
out during the year, and the nursing of the Ophthalmic 
Hospital, chronic wards, and out-patients’ department 
has now been taken up. 

Charge Nurses Gattrell, Jones, and Fido deserve special 
mention. Charge Nurse Wood Smith has also done ex- 
cellent work as charge nurse of the operating theatre. 
Senior Nurse Bowler has done excellent work as 
charge nurse of the Parsee wards. 

The most notable event of the year was the occupation 
of the Wadia Home for Nurses. This home has added 
very materially to the comfort and health of the nurses 
who occupy it. 

Twenty-six nurses now live in the White House, which 
has been acquired by Government for purposes of exten- 
sion, and will shortly be razed to the ground. When 
this is done these nurses will be homeless, and accom- 
modation for them in the hospital compound does not 
exist. The attention of Government has been drawn to 
the urgent necessity of completing the Wadia Home 
according to the original plan, and the committee trust 
this work will be speedily put in hand. The establish- 
ment of a provident fund is now occupying the attention 
of the authorities. This is only delayed pending a de- 
cision of Government on the constitution of a Presidency 
Nursing Service. The final papers are now before Govern- 
ment, and as soon as the service is constituted the nurses 
will, in the event of the association being affiliated, be- 
come eligible for the benefits of a central provident fund
